Income Tax Refunds- 
Acting under instructions from Hon. 
Ed. A. Christian. Collector of Internal 
R’eyenue, First District of Texas, the 
Chief Clerk in Charge of the Austin 
Office issued the following statement: 
It is deemed expedient to call the at­ 
tention of taxpayers residing in the 
I irst Collection District of Texas to 
tl*e conditions under which claims for 
refund may be filed, based on Com­ 
munity 
Property Ruling. 
It should 
first be remembered 
that taxpayers 
who filed returns upon which no sur­ 
tax appeared will not be due a refund 
under th** decision. 
Where surtax was 
paid, however, a division of the income 
will result in a lowering of the com­ 
bined tax due bv husband and wife. 
Where it is desired to take advantage 
of the ruling, the taxpayer should re­ 
quest the Collector’s Office at Austin 
to furnish him detailed instructions as 
to the proper procedure. 
Upon 
re­ 
ceipt of such re quest a mimeographed 
letter, giving instructions covering the 
exact procedure necessary, will be im­ 
mediately furnished. 
W here letter of instructions is re­ 
ceived from the Collector’s Office, it 
is believed that taxpayers will be able 
to prepare amended returns and claims 
without assistance from Federal.Offi- :t 
cers. 
However, employees in Claims 
Section of the Income Tax Division of 
the Austin Office and all field deputies 
will be given instructions to render 
taxpayers every assistance possible. 
No claims should be prepared before
